had their p ay abo u t do u bled by 
their clo thin g allo wan ce. 
No w, 
say s the Kan sas City ’^ Times, they 
^disco v er that 
they " hav e half a 
m o n th’s p ay ^ an d as mu ch mo re, 
aggregatin g $11.7 5 
man , du e 
them fo r trav el back to Jefferso n 
barracks. 
They are in fo rmed also 
that the Misso u ri statu tes p ro v ide 
' that the state shall p ay its so ldiers 
p er cen t o f what the go v ern ­ 
men t p ay s them when u n der o rders 
in war rime. 
A t this rate the so l­ 
diers are each en titled to $5 1 bo n u s 
fro m the state, while the o fficers 
hav e a p ro p o rtio n ate amo u n t du e 
them. 
Eastern states almo st all p aid 
their v o lu n teers cash bo n u ses, an d 
the p o o r Misso u rian s, fo r fo rty ^-fiv e 
day s, witho u t an y p ay whatev er, 
an d u n u n ifo rmed, clad 
o ften in 
rags, will ail remember ho w they 
lo o ked with en v y u p o n the o ther 
v o lu n teers as they " arriv ed with 
mo n ey in their p o ckets an d mess 
fu n ds wax in g fat. 
The av erage 
bo n u s was abo u t $25 a man , p aid 
in cash 10 the so ldier at the time o f 
his en ro llmen t. 
In stead o f p ay in g 
'^cash do wn , Misso u ri, so lawy ers 
liy e p o in tin g o u t, decided to p ay its 
jiio idiers each mo n th at the rate o f 
7 5 p er cen t o f their regu lar army 


In p o in tin g o u t these adv an tages 
to the so ldiers, the lawy ers were 
n o t disin terested, an d, so far fro m 
their bein g disin terested, they came 
n ear gettin g themselv es in tro u ble. 
The state o wes the men all six 
' day s’ p ay each at the rate o f $i a 
day . 
Bo th the demo cratic an d re­

Fo r co llectin g the 7 5 p er cen t 
ex tra p ay an o ther law fir.m asked

As there is du e 
to the Kan sas City v o lu n teers $15 ,- 
000 fo r the six day s’ p ay at the 
state rate o f $1, an d as n o t ev en an 
effo rt is ex p ected will be n ecessary 
to co llect it when the n ex t legisla­ 
tu re shall hav e met, the p resu mp ­ 
tio n o f the law firm so licitin g 2,5 00 
p o wers o f atto rn ey in o rder to bag 
$7 ,5 00 is what in cen sed the men so 
that y esterday s aftern o o n the atto r­ 
n ey failed to ap p ear abo u t the bar­ 
racks. 
That the so ldiers are all en titled 
to an o ther half m o n th’s ex tra p ay 
fo r trav el as far as Jefferso n liar- 
racks was u n earthed by o n e o f the 
co mp an y o fficers in makin g u p his 
p ay ro ll.

The chan ces o f the men gettin g 
their ex tra 7 5 p er cen t is p erhap s a 
remo te o n e, as the bill wo u ld be a 
v ery 'large o n e fo r the state to p ay . 
As Misso u ri 
fu rn ished in ro u n d 
n u mbers 10,000 tro o p s, an d as each 
man has receiv ed in p ay $7 5 fo r 
p riv ates an d n o m-co ms, the state’s 
do t wo u ld amo u n t to $5 10,000 ex ­ 
clu siv e o f the p ay o f the o fficers. 
The so ldiers say they will get 
this, an d that the state will be will­ 
in g to p ay it, in asmu ch as the war 
dep artmen t said at the o u tbreak 
an d sin ce has liv ed u p to the 
co n tract, it wo u ld assu me ev ery 
do llar o f in debtedn ess which the 
state u n derwen t. 
The men say , 
to o , that there are 10,000 o f them 
in the state, an d that n o p arty 
wo u ld dare to an tago n ize them by 
refu sin g to arran ge to n ay them, 
esp ecially as the federal go v ern ­ 
men t in the en d has giv en assu r­ 
an ce that it will reimbu rse the 
state.

A . M. Docker y made a 
gr eat speech at the cour t house last 
night. 
It was logical, it was fair , 
it was convincing. 
He clear ly out­ 
lined the issues between the par ­ 
ties, and siiowed to the satisfaction 
of ever y unpr ejudiced listener that 
the best inter ests of the masses will 
be pr omoted by the success of dem­ 
ocr atic policies. 
The meeting was called to or der 
by Chair man Hell Hutchinson, of 
the county committee, who intr o­ 
duced Hon. John 
T . 
Hear d 
as 
chair man 
of 
the meeting. 
Mr . 
Hear d 
intr oduced 
Congr essman 
Docker y 
as 
‘ *a 
congr essman of 
whose r ecor d all Missour ians are 
pr oud.” 
In beginning his addr ess, one of 
the most inter esting ever deliver ed 
in the city. Dr . Docker y said that 
the closing, year s of the centur ies 
usually usher ed in gr eat events but

eighteenth centur y and the open­ 
ing of the nineteenth gave us Jef­ 
fer son with his immor tal doctr ine 
that all just gover nment der ives its

gover ned, an i the beginning of the 
twentieth 
Will give us W m . J. 
Br yan, a new Jeffer son with a new 
declar ation of independence, as our 
pr esident. 
W e are now, said the speaker , 
upon the skir mish line of 1900 and 
ever y victor y won but makes the 
gr eat contest mor e cer tain for us. 
He had no abuse of r epublicans; 
he believed tliem as honest and as 
patr iotic as we aie, but not more 
so, and he appealed to them for .a 
r etr ial of the case involved in tiie 
financial question.

M cK inley, he said, was a silver 
man in 1892 and r epor ted a r esolu­ 
tion in the Minneapolis convention 
cr iticising the 
Cleveland policy, 
but now 
he is mar ching to the 
Cleveland music. 
The speaker declar ed himself to 
be an open and avowed expansion­ 
ist, along the lines of the Spr ing- 
held deipocr atic platfor m.

He believed in expanding our 
ter r itor y, 
in expanding our war 
navy and our commer cial navy,and 
thus r ebuild our for eign commer ce 
that has been destr oyed by unwise 
gover nmental policies.

W e want to expand our money 
' 
\becau^e money measur es the value 
of pr oper ty and 
the pr oducts of 
labor , and a scar ce or dear dollar 
makes cheap pr oper ty and cheap 
labor . 
The doctrine* of supply and 
demand applies to money 
as 
to 
cattle or hogs. 
Restr icted to the 
gold standar d, involving as it does 
a constantly appr eciating standar d 
of 
measur e, pr oper ty depr eciates 
and labor can End no

But establish a safe 
and riexible monetar y system and 
the demands of trade and commer ce 
will deter mine how much is needed.

A few of the gTcatcr 
leuropc-an 
oouiitries have larger navies than 
ours, and liave b een making the mod­ 
ern guns for nicany more years; hut 
foreign officers who have b een in the 
United Staies acknowledge that our 
guiis are not surpassed b y those of 
any European country. 
As one enters the Washington navy 
yard, large, long b uildings are seen, 
and the whirling sounds from ilie m a­ 
chine shop are b eard. TTie first b uild­ 
ing on the right is known as the gun 
shop; and inside this b uilding, in 
machines ealloii giin-latlies, are se'cn 
guns of different sizes, from the large 
gun which weighs GO tons, KVvkOUO 
]>ounds, and throws a shell weighing 
half a ion, or 1,100 pounds, to the 
siiraller b ut still large gun of 3,380 
pounds weighf. 
TTie largest guns, of GO tons, called 
13-inch guns, b ecause they measure 
13 inches across the b ore, or hole in 
the gun, are on b oard our large b at­ 
tleships-, the Indiana, i-Tassachiisetts, 
Oregon, etc. 
T he smaller guns, of 
3,38D pounds weight, are known as 
fciir-inch rapid-fire guns. 
Some of 
these are also on b oard the large b at­ 
tleships with the largest guns, 
and 
others are for the smaller cruisers. 
They are called “ rapid-fire guns” b e- 
caii.'>e tliev can b e loaded and fired 
very rapidly, the powder and shell b e­ 
ing in one b rass ease, similar to the 
cartridge used in a small riile or re­ 
volver. 
In the largest guns the pow­ 
der and shell are loaded separately, 
b ecause thev are so hcavv.— St. Nich- 
olas.
